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GENERAL  ANNOUNCEMENT^ 


The  Session  1861-62;  will  commence  on  2nd  October^ 
1861,  when  the  Matriculation  Books  vdll  be  opened  by  tke 
Secretaries,  for  receiving  the  names  of  under-graduates  and 
other  students  in  the  various  Faculties.  The  Session  will 
terminate  on  the  last  Thursdaj^  of  April,  (24th  April), 
being  the  day  fixed  for  graduation  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 
The  staff  of  Professors  is  now  more  complete  than  it  has 
ever  heretofore  been  in  this  Institution  ; and  all  the  Facul- 
ties of  Arts,  Theology,  Medicine  and  Law,  are  in  full  oper- 
ation, providing  a thorough  course  of  instruction  in  the 
various  departments,  leading  to  the  Degrees  in  Artsof  B.  A. 
and  M.  A.  ; in  Medicine,  of  M.  D.  ; in  Law,  of  L L.  B. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  the  curriculum  extends  over  three 
Sessions  of  seven  months  each.  All  Intrants  and  regular 
Students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  are  required  to  be  present  at 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  Oc- 
tober, (2nd  October).  The  Medical  Session  also  commences 
on  2nd  October  ; the  Law  Faculty  will  commence  their 
course  of  instruction  on  9th  October;  and  the  Divinity 
Classes  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Novem 
ber,  (6th  November). 

Candidates  for  matriculation  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  as 
regular  Students  of  the  first  year  will  undergo  an  examina- 
tion before  the  College  Senate  in  Greek  Grammar  ; Xeno- 
phon, Anabasis,  B.  1.  ; Latin  Prose  Composition  ; Sallust, 
Catilina ; Caesar,  B.  I.;  Virgil,  ^neid,  B.  L and  II.; 
Arithmetic,  as  far  as  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions,  and  the 
Extraction  of  Roots  inclusive  ; First  four  Rules  of  Alge- 
bra,— Additional  for  Scholarships  : Euclid,  B.  I. 

^The  only  charges  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  are  XI  for  Ma- 
triculation Fee  ; £2  for  each  class  per  Session,  to  be  paid 
on  admission  to  the  classes  ; and  XI  additional  in  the  Na- 
tural Philosophy  Class,  for  Expense  of  Apparatus.

The  course  of  study  to  be  pursued,  and  other  require- 
ments for  a Degree,  are  fully  detailed  in  the  announce- 
ments of  the  different  Faculties.  Students  who  do  not 
desire  to  proceed  to  a Degree,  may  enter  any  Class  dr 
Classes,  in  any  of  the  Faculties  ; but  in  the  Department  of 
Arts  no  one  can  rank  as  an  Under-graduate  without  sub- 
mitting to  the  regular  matriculation  examination.

DEGREES  OF  B.  A.  AND  M.  A, 


The  degree  of  B.  A.  is  obtained  by  attending  the  Courses 
of  Lectures  in  Arts  extending  over  three  years,  and  by  pass- 
ing the  following  examinations  : — • 

1.  The  examination  for  matriculation  at  the  beginning  of 
the  first  Session.  If  this  be  successfully  passed,  the  student 
ranks  as  anUnder-graduate,  and  as  such  must  undergo  the 
subsequent  University  examinations  as  part  of  the  course. 
The  fee  for  matriculation  is  $4. 

2.  Examination  at  the  close  of  the  first  session. 

3.  Examination  at  the  close  of  the  second  session. 

4.  Final  examination  at  the  close  of  the  third  session. 
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Under-graduates  who  fail  to  pass  the  examination  at  the 
close  of  the  first  or  second  session,  will  have  another 
opportunity  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  Session. 

The  examinations  will  be  partly  viva  voce  and  partly  in 
writing. 

Under  graduates  who  pass  the  examination  at  the  close  of 
the  first  and  second  sessions  will  be  ranked  in  three  classes, 
and  receive  corresponding  certificates  each  session. 

The  degree  of  M.  A.  can  be  taken  only  after  an  interval 
of  two  years  from  the  date  of  graduation  as  B.  A.  The  can- 
didate must  compose  a satisfactory  thesis  on  a professional  or 
other  subject  selected  by  himself  and  approved  by  the 
Faculty.

A Candidate  for  tHe  Degree  of  M.  D.,  must  have  been  en- 
gaged in  Medical  and  Surgical  study  for  four  years, — the 
Medical  Session  of  each  year,  or  Annm  Medians,  being  con- 
stituted by  Matriculation  and  attendance  on  full  courses  of 
Lectures  in  at  least  two  classes,  by  separate  Professors. 

One  year’s  instruction  under  a respectable  Medical  Prac- 
titioner, prevtous  to  attendance  on  Lectures,  and  duly  cer- 
tified to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Faculty  prior  to  the 
student  entering  upon  his  studies,  will  be  received  as  equiv- 
alent to  a year’s  College  attendance,  and  will,  in  such  cases, 
constitute  the  first  Annus  Medicus. 

The  Candidate  must  have  given  regular  attendance  on  full

The  above  course  of  study  may  have  been  pursued  either 
wholly  in  Queen’s  College,  or  partly  in  Queen’s  College,  and 
partly  in  some  other  recognized  Medical  School.  In  the  lat- 
ter case,  at  least  one  full  session  must  have  been  spent  in 
Queen’s  College,  during  which,  at  least  four  of  the  above 
named  classes  must  have  been  attended. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  Lectures  are  received  from 
Incorporated  Medical  Schools  in  the  British  Dominions,  and 
others  recognized  by  the  British  Universities  and  Licensing 
Colleges.  Other  certificates  of  attendance  on  Lectures  will 
be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  Candidate  must  deliver  before  15th  February  of  the 
year  in  which  he  proposes  to  graduate,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  a Declaration  under  his  own  hand 
that  he  is  21  years  of  age,  or  will  be  so  before  the  day  of 
graduation,  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  good  moral 
character  ; a statement  of  his  studies,  literary  and  scientific 
as  well  as  Medical,  with  proper  certificates  ; and  a Thesis 
composed  by  himself,  to  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Faculty, 

The  Candidate  must  have  passed  a Matriculation  Exami- 
nation in  Classics  on  one  or  more  of  the  following  works  : — 
Caesar’s  Commentaries,  the  London  Pharmacopoeia  or  Gre- 
gory’s'Conspectus.  This  Examination  will  take  place  either

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during  the  currency  of  the  first  Session,  or  it  may  be  post- 
poned till  the  end  of  the  second  Session,  provided  the  Stu- 
dent attends  the  Latin  Class  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  one 
Session.  The  Classical  Examination  is  not  required  where 
the  Student  produces  a certificate  of  having  passed  a similar 
or  equivalent  Matriculation  Examination  at  any  other  Col- 
lege. 

Each  Candidate  shall  be  examined  both  in  writing  and

The  Final  Exam- 
ination, embracing  the  second  division  of  subjects,  shall  not 
take  place  until  the  candidate  has  completed  his  fourth  or 
last  session. 

The  Primary  and  Final  Examinations  will  commence  on 
the  2nd  of  March  in  each  year,  or  the  first  lawful  day  there- 
after, and  be  concluded  before  the  last  Thursday  of  March, 
which  is  the  day  fixed  for  Graduation.

The  Degree  of  L.  L.  B.  is  obtained  by  attending  for  three 
sessions  the  Lectures  delivered  by  the  Law  Faculty,  and 
by  passing  the  M^-triculation  examination  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  first  session,  and  the  examination  at  the  close 
of  each  session.  The  Matriculation  examination  may  be 
postponed  till  the  second  session,  provided  that  the  Stu- 
dent attend  the  Latin  class  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  along 
with  the  Lavy  class,  during  the  first  session. 

A Student  is- exempted  from  the  Matriculation  examination  oil' 

^ producing  a certificate  that  he  has  undergone  an  ..exami- 
nation'for  admission  as  a Student  of  the  Laws  on  the 
Books  of  the  Law  Society  for  Upper  Canada,  or  an  equiv- 
alent examination  in  any  College. 

The  Degree  of  L.  L.  B.  shortens  by  two  years  the  period  for 
which  the  Law i Student  must  be  articled;  without  the 
Degree,  the  period  is  five  years;  but  if  the  Degree  is- 
taken  'previous  to  his  being  articled,  it  is  only  three  years. 

When  the  Lectures  are  attended  during  the  currency  of  the’ 
articles,  the  period  is  not  shortened  unless  the  Student  has 
been  articled  previous  to  the,  1st  of  March,  1860.

The  Divinity  Classes  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Novem- 
ber. 

Candidates  for  matriculation  as  regular  Students  of  the  first  year  will 
undergo  an  examination  before  the  College  Senate  in  Glreek  Grammar  ; 
Xenophon,  Anabasis,  B.  I.  ; Latin  Prose  Composition;  Sallust,  Catilina; 
Oaisar,  B.  I.  ; Virgil,  JEneid,  B.  I.  and  II.  ; Arithmetic,  as  far  as  Vulgar 
and  Decimal  Fractions,  and  the  Extraction  of  Boots  inclusive  ; First  four 
Rules  of  Algebra, — Additional  for  Scholarships  ; Euclid,  B.  I. 

The  only  charges  are  £l  for  Matriculation  Fee  ; £2  for  each  class  per 
session,  to  be  paid  on  admission  to  the  classes  ; and  £l  additional  in  the 
Xatural  Philosophy  Class,  for  Expenses  of  Apparatus. 

Each  Student  on  entering  must  produce  a certificate  of  Moral  and  Reli- 
gious Character  from  the  Minister  of  the  Congregation  to  which  he 
belongs. 

Intrants  becoming  candidates  for  Scholarships,  will  be  required,  in  addi- 
Mon  to  the  ordinary  Matriculation  Examination,  to  undergo  an  Examina- 
tion on  the  Graek  Grammar  and  the  first  ten  chapters  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jolm. 

The  Preparatory  Department,  or  College  School,  will  be  conducted 
;ts  usual,  under  the  charge  of  competent  Masters.
